"Where it is found that hearings will be held in 
another city, Washington Field should advise the appropriate 
Office of that fact, along with the instructions set out 
hereinafter." 

"As the hearings are held, it is desired that liaison 
be maintained so that copies of the testimony, both public and 
executive session, can be obtained* The Bureau should be 
kept currently advised of any pertinent developments affecting 
the investigation of any Bureau case. It will be incumbent 
on the Office óovertng the location of the hearings to main- 
tain liaison with the HCUA and with Washington Field Office to 
insure that transcripts of all testimony are secured." 

"Two copies of the testimony should be obtained. One 
copy should be forwarded to the Bureau for the attention of the 
Records Section for indexin° purposes. Executive testimony 
Should be clearly marked "Executive Session Testimony, Do Not 
Disseminate." 

"The other copy of the testimony should be forwarded 
to the Office covering the location of the hearings for review 
and dissemination. 

"The testimony should be reviewed first of all as to 
the witness himself and a determination madę as to whether an 
investigation should be initiated or reopened, whether the 
subject should be included in the Security Index* whether he 
Should be interviewed or any óther appropriate action taken. 
Where the witness does not reside within the territory of 
the Office where the hearings are held, all pertinent Infor¬ 
mation in the testimony should be forwarded to the appropriate 
Office under.the lndividual‘s caption and that Office should 
make the decision as to any action necessary. 

"In the event a witness furnishes Information con- 
cerning others, this should be reviewed and channelized 
to the appropriate files where it pertains to a subject 
within tbie territbry of the reviewing Office, where it 

? ertains to an individual residing elsewhere, all pertinent 
nforraation should be furnished to the appropriate Office 
under the caption of the individual to whom it pertains, 
along with appropriate instructions to review and take 
any action necessary.

“Where the identity of an individual mentioned in 
the testimony cannot be determined, this'Information should 
be submitted totbe Bureau under tho individual caption włth 
the reąuest that Bureau files be checked and the Information 
forwarded to the appropriate field Office* 

"As the revlew of the testimony progresses, a letter 
should be written to the Bureau on each witness and on each 
person identified in the testimony as active in the Communist 
Party or related activities, along with a statement as to 
action taken and any recommendatlon. 

"Where hearings are held outside Washington, D.C*, 
the appropriate Office should advise the Bureau within one 
week after the transcripts of the testimony have been received 
that a review of the testimony has begun and the approximate 
datę the review will be corapleted. Each week thereafter the 
Office should advise the Bureau as to the percentage of the 
review completed, After the review of the testimony has been 
completed, the Bureau should be advised of this fact, along 
with a statement that letters have been submitted to the 
Bureau under the individual caption on each witness and 
person named therein and the action recommended on each*: 

“Where hearings are held in Washington, D*C., con- 
perning activities elsewhere, the testimony should be furnished 
to the appropriate Office as outlined aboYe* Where the
